Death of Baron Hirsch. 


Baron Maurice de Hirsch, the Mnan - 1 
eier and J ewish philanthropist, died at 
his estate near Komorn, Austria, yes­ 
terday at the age of 59 years. 
Ho was 
probably the richest man in the world; 
and in tho amount of his contributions 
to the cause of humanity, if not in their 
proportion to his ov erwhelming for­ 
tune, he was perhaps tho most munifi­ 
cent. 
It is estimated that he died pos­ 
sessed of wealth ag g reg ating $200.000,- 
0 >o. exclusiv e of tho fortune of his wife, 
wnich was about $20,000,000. 
He in­ 
herited an immense fortune from his 
father, but this was manifold 
multi­ 
plied by his fortunate financial v en­ 
tures. 
Since 1883 himself and wife 
hav e deyoted th em selv es to distribu­ 
ting their money 
among the poor, 
largely in the cause of education and 
eh icily among the J ewish race. 
Baron 
Hir-'Ch 
founded 
schools 
in 
Egypt, 
Asiatic Turkey 
and 
in 
most 
of 
the countries of 
Europe. 
He 
de­ 
v oted 12,000,000 francs to the estahlish-

Th*‘ old superstition as to luck y and 
unluck y days has largely passed away. 
Foreign mails start and arriv e on F ri­ 
days without any regard for beliefs 
which were at one time accepted as be­ 
yond argument by nmst sailors. 
Some 
thought otherwise, as w ill later appear. 
Generally speak ing, all saints’ days and 
church holidays were regarded as un­ 
luck y, and certain days in each month 
were rather distrusted. In an old alm a­ 
nac (if 1615 we find that July ID, 20, 24 
and 31 were noted as “ no good anchor­ 
age.’’ 
Sunday was always look ed upon 
as luck y, presumably in reliance on the 
maxim, “ The better the day the better 
the deed,” and the fact (if our Lord's 
resurrection hav ing tak en place on that 
day. 
Monday had no particular reputation 
for good or ev il. Tuesday was the same, 
except among Spaniards, 
who said, 
j 
“ Don’t marry or go to sea or leav e your 
wife on that day.’’ Wednesday was the 
day of Odin, the Norse god, and luck y. 
Thursday was named after Thor, the 
Norse god (if war, and was auspicious. 
Friday was the day dedicated to Freya, 
Norse goddess of lov e, and hav ing refer­ 
ence to women was not lik ed on this 
ground. 
The true reason for av oiding 
Friday was, of course, the fact of the 
crucifixion hav ing tak en place on that 
day, and sentiments of special v enera­ 
tion for the day became conv erted into 
a feeling of fear for the results which 
would follow its v iolation. 
The Span­ 
iards, on the other hand, had a consid­ 
erable v eneration for Friday and be­ 
liev ed that some occult influence enabled 
Columbus to successfully clear out of 
port and discov er new land on that day. 
Saturday was generally considered aus­ 
picious. 
The origin of the phrase, “ A capful 
of w ind,’’ can bo traced to a Norse k ing, 
Eric VI, who died in 9 07 A. D. He was 
credited w ith the useful power of direct­ 
ing the wind to blow where he wished by 
the simple method of turning his cap to 
that point of the compass.
